])aid aimnally, is very inconvenient to me, having purchased the office above 24 years ago, for which 
I paid a sum of 5,000 1. , m 

One Clerk, namely, Janies Konaggs, is employed m the omce, and paid a salary oi lOOLper 
annum, late currency, whose duty it is to receive, enter and file all interrogatories and depositions 
taken in the office, or by commission to superintend the delivering out of said attested copies and 
depositions, and to attend to the several management of the office, for which I conceive the salary 
insufficient. 

Previous to the passing of the 4 Will. 4, c. 78, two Clerks were generally employed in the 
office, whose duty it was to make attested copies of all depositions; llicy were paid lid. for 
every 72 words cojiiod ; such was the only remuneration which they had i'rom the office, but tlie 
solicitors wore in the habit of employing them as scriveners to make briefs of those depositions, 
from which they derived an additional emolument, and they were thereby enabled to devote their 
entire time to the office ; but since the passing of tliat Act, and the very gi-eat falling ofi' in the 
office copies, although they attend daily in general, tliey of necessity seek for business in the way 
of writing, for payment, *in other departments. Tlieir means of livelihood have been very 
considerably limited, and they have been reduced to very great distress. _ They also assist in making 
searches, aiid comparing depositions to be used on trials, and otherwise, lor which they receive 
no payment ; and unless a reasonable salary in addition shall be provided for them, their entire 
time 4nnot be devoted to the office, which is very inconvenient, the present payment of 1 | d. 
per efflee sheet or folio of 72 words, during the latter years, not being snfficient to support them. 

One of those clerks, Patrick Colclough, lias been in employment for upwards of 28 years; and 
the other, Thomas Collins, has been similarly employed for the last seven years. 

No sum whatever lias been paid out of my office to the fund of the court for stamp duties from 
the veai‘ 1836 to the present time, or to tlie credit of the Suitors’ Fee Fund.

•ire by tlie Lord Chancellor’s general order, paid out of the fees, Nos. 5, 6, 7, and the surplus of 
fees is, at the end of every six montlis, paid to the credit of the Bankruptcy and Compensation 
Fund account ; and as tlie Lord Chancellor’s order relative to those fera, and their application, 
bears date the 6th October 1 837, the accounts of the receipt and disbursement of them was kept 
bv the assistant-messengers, and audited hy the Commissioners bv half-yearly rests, from that date, 
and therefore the return as to those fees is necessarily given for the three years ending 1st October 
1838 October 1839, and October 1840 respectively, precisely as the said accounts appear in the 
court-book, audited by the Commissioners. 



Specification of Fees received. 



The only Fees received in the Bankruptcy Court, Ireland, are — 

Pee of 4/. for every sitting under every commission, before either of said commissioners 

received under 1 Viet. c. 48, s. 7. 

2. Pee of 3Z. for every conveyance executed by either of said commissioners. No conveyance 

has been executed by tlie commissioners since their appointment. 

3. — Pee of Zl. for tlie commissioner’s signature to the bankrupt’s certificate. The latter tVi’o fee 
are received under C Will. 4, e. 14, s. 6. 

4. Pee on taxation of costs, received under Lord Chancellor’s general order. — See Appendix. 

5. — Fee of 3 s. 6 d. for every sitting. 

6. — Fee of 6 s. for every Gazette meeting of creditors in the Court Chamber, and 

7. — Fee of 5 s. for every abstract of title approved of by the commissioners, and posted in the 
Bankruptcy Court for public inspection, received under the Lord Chancellor’s general oi-dei-s. 
— See Appendix. 

The fees 3, 8, 7, are accustomed fees, which themessengers continue to receive and apply, pur- 
suant to the general orders of the Lord Chancellor of Ireland, set forth in tlie Appendix (A.) and (C.) 
Prior to the passing of the 6 Will. 4, c. 14. (the great Irish Bankrupt Act), the fees 5, C, 7, 
were paid by the agents, and charged to the estates of the bankrupt, tor the rooms in whicli all 
meetings in bankruptcy matters were held. And when, after the establisliing of the present juris- 
diction in bankruptcy, public courts were assigned to the commissioners, but no fund wliatever 
provided, either to pay a court-keeper, or to defray any of the other incidental e.xpenses of said 
courts, it was considered right and necessai-y tliat the messengers should continue to receive said 
fees, and apply same (in the words of the Lord Chancellor’s order) towards payment of a court- 
keeper and tipstaffs, and the other incidental expenses necessary for the proper maintenance of said 
courts, as tlio commissioners should direct, and that tlie sm-plus, if any, should be paid at tlie end 
of every six montlis, to the credit of The Bankruptcy and Compensation Fund Account.” 

All the forc^oin"- fees are received from the agents of the commissions, by the assistant-mes- 
sen^ers, and never'pass througli the hands of the commissioners. The fees on sitting; and certi- 
ficates are lodged by the messengers, weekly or nearly so, (according to the sums received) in the 
Bank of Ireland, and the entire amount tliereof, previously checked by the commissioners, togetlier 
•with tlie fees on the taxation of costs, is paid monthly to the credit of “ The Bankruptcy and 
Compensation Fund Account.” The surplus on the room fees, after fii-st defraying the salary of 
the court-keeper and tipstaff, and the other incidental expenses of the said courts, previously 
checked by tlie commissioners, is paid, half-yearly, to the credit of tlie same Bankruptcy and 
Compensation Fund Account, pursuant to the Lord Chancellor’s order, (C.) 

As to tlie fees received by the messengers for their own benefit, and no part of which is paid to 
file credit of “The Bankruptcy and Compensation Fund Account,” the commissioners refer to 
the special return made by the messengers, hereto annexed, five commissioners not iuterferii^ as 
to those fees, further than by checking same in the taxation of costs.

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DUTIES OF REGISTRARS. 

1 st. — To endorse on every Commission the day and Lour wlien same is delivered at the Bank- 
ruptcy Court, from the office of the Lord Chancellor’s Secretary of Bankrupts ; to make an entry 
in the Court book of the date and other particulars of every such commission, and to take care that 
all commissions not prosecuted or effectually proceeded on -within the period prescribed by the 
Lord Chancellor’s general order, shall be sent back to said office pursuant to said order. 

2 d. — To keep the Court book or register of all meetings and sittings, public and private, held 
before the Commissioners of Bankrupt, or eitlier of tliem, specifying the name of the bankrupt, the 
date and object of tlie meeting, and the name of the assignee and of tlie agent. 

3d. — To attend in Court (one or otlier of them) every day in the year (Sundays, Christmns-day, 
and Good Friday excepted), to receive Commissions from the office of the Lord Chancellor’s 
Secretary of Bankrupts, to nx all meetings and sittings required under any Commission, and enter 
same in the Court register-book. 

4th. — To administer all oaffis, and take care that the bankrupt and all other persons sworn and 
examined before tlie Commissionere subscribe and are sworn to their depositions. 

5th. — To take care that the memorandums of the sittings and meetings express correctly in 
substance the proceedings at such meetings, and that all depositions, orders, certificates, and other 
documents to be signed by the Commis-sioners, shall be in proper forai, and correct in substance, 
according to the orders pronounced by tlie Commissioners. 

6th. — To compare all original deeds with absti-acts of title, prior to the latter being settled by the 
Commissioner, and posted in the Court for public inspection, and in like manner to compare the 
certificates of bankrupts, and other certificates requiring tlie signature of the Commissioner, witli 
the proceedings on the file, before such certificates are submitted to tlie Commissioner for liis 
signature. 

7tii. — To tax all costs in bankruptcy, prior to such costs being submitted for revision and final 
taxation by the Commissioners. 

8th. — To keep a register of all dividends ordered by the Commissionei-s, so as to be able to afford 
to creditors and agents any necessary biformation relative to such dividends.

DUTIES OF MESSENGERS. 

1 . To attend (in person or by their assistant messengers) every sitting of the Commissioners, 
public or private. To prejiare and furnish all summonses to be served on the bankrupt or any 
other person, and to attend in Court (one or other of them), every day in the j’ear (Sundays, 
Clivistmas-day, and Good Friday excepted), ibr the above purpose, and tlie other duties of their 
office. 

2. To execute all warrants of seizure ; and also, all warrants against the person of the bankrupt 
or any other pai-ty t and to take previously the oath of qualification prescribed by the 164fh sect. 
6 W. 4, c. 14. 

3. To seiwe all summonses on the bankrupt, if so ordered by the Commissioner, particularly the 
summons issued with llie first warrant of seizure. To make an accurate inventory of all property 
of every description (including the Bankrupt’s Trade Account Books) seized under the Commis- 
sioner’s warrant, so as to be able afterwai-ds to prove same on oath and to seal with the seal of the 
00011 , the doors of the warehouse, rooms or other places, in which such property may be deposited 
for safe keeping, until the appointment of an assignee. 

4. To prepare for insertion in the Dublin Gazette all advertisements of Commissioners issued 
and of sittings requii'ed by tlie Bankrupt La-w to be inseiled therein, and to take care in preparing 
such advertisements that such sittings are fixed to be holden at tlie pro 2 »er periods prescribed by 
the statute. 

5. To teep a record or entiy of all audit meetings, and to apjirise the Commissioners of every 
instance in which an assignee shall neglect to account, once a year at least. 

6. To receive from the ag^ts all tees payable in the Bankrurit Court, and enter same, at the 
time of their receipt, in sejimutc books, and as ordered by the Commissioners. To lodge all fees 
for sittings, and the signing of bankruiits* certificates, in the Bank of Ireland once or twice a week, 
according to the sum received ; and, at the end of every month, to attend the Commissioners with 
those several books, in order to have same, together with the fees received during the month on the 
taxation of costs, examined and audited, so as to ascertain the full amount payable to the Bank- 
ruptcy and Compensation Fund account, and then, within the first tliree or four days of the suc- 
ceeding montli, to lodge said full amount to the credit of said account, and to obtain the proper 
vouclier for such lodgment, to be delivered to the Commissioners. 

7. To enter in separate books, the room fees (Nos. 6, 6, 7), and to pay and discli^ge thereout the 
court-keeper’s salaiy, and the other incidental expenses of said Court ; to keep a distinct account of 
all these disbursements, and at the end of every six months to vouch same before the Commissioners, 
and (the account being so audited) to lodge the balance to the credit of the Bankruptcy and 
Compensation Fund Account, pursuant to the Lord Chancellor’s order of the 5th of October 1837. 

The keeping, checking and auditing of those accounts, and the making ofsaid lodgments, require 
much time and attention on the part both of the Commissioners and the messengers. But the 
particulars are not further entered into, because they would, if given, necessarily mn into great and 
unsuitable detail, and because they do not appear to be at all contemplated by the Order of the House 
of Commons. 

The above return of the duties of the registrars and messengers is intended as an ubstract merely, 
and not as embracing all the details connected with the duties of tliose officers resjiectively.

Generai. Order of the Lord High Chancellor, of the 12 tli February 1838. 

By the Lord Chancellor, 

Wuereas by the Act passed in tlic Gth year of the reign of Ills lute Majesty King William the 
Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to amend the laws relating to Bankrupts in Ivcluml it is enacted 
tliat it shall and may be lawful for tJic Lord Chancellor from time to time to settle and regulate 
the fees which shall be taken by and paid to the several officere concerned in fJic issuing forth 
and execution of every commission of baiilcrutitey, and upon all jictitioiis and proceedings in tlie 
execution thereof, other than such fees as are by said recited Act ordered, and, if he shall think fit, to 
direct that any of the said fees shall be paid into tlio Bankmptcy and Coinpcn.sii tion Fund Account : 
And it is by the said Act further enacted, that; sill Bills of fees or diHlnirseineiilii of any solicitor 
or attorney, employed under any commission, for business done afUu- the choice of assignees, shall 
bo RoHicd by the Commissioner of Bankrupt, exct'pt as therein excepted : And whci'Cas, prior to 

the passing of said Act all such Bills were taxed by a Master in Chancery, !ind the amount of the 
Chancery luiid stamp, and of summonses, if issued, charged on such taxation : It is therefore 
ordered, that upon the taxation of all such Bills of fees or disbui-scnicnts l>y llic Commissioners of 
Bunkrujil, there shall bo paid the same fees us would have beiui payable l:o the Clianccuy fund, if 
such Bills had been faxed by one of the Mastei-s, whi(di fees shall be paid by tin: Commissioners of 
Bankrupt to the credit of the Bankruptcy and Conii>en8atioii Fund Account.
